REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, which was 
presented in the previous Office action filed 8/6/08 with respect to claims 4, 11, 12, and 
21-24 and wherein the allowable subject matter was subsequently inserted into the 
independent claims of the application: 

The primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of obtaining an average of 
pulse component amplitudes and an average peak-to-peak interval during the 
predetermined period of time, comparing a baseline spread range with the average of 
pulse component amplitudes during the predetermined period of time, and calculating a 
relative first stress index based on a relationship between the baseline spread range 
and the average of pulse component amplitudes, in combination with all of the other 
limitations of the claims, which is not found in the prior art.
